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Report on the Administration of the Court of Wards 
Department for 1341 FasH. 

Mr. Syed Badruddin, B.A,, remained in charge of 

the department as Nazim, Court of Wards, throughout the year 
1341 Fasli. 

2. The portfolio of the department remained in the hands of 
Mr. T. J. Tasker, C.I.E., O.B.E., I.C.S., officiating Eevenue 
Member from 1st Azur, 1341 Fasli to 27th Bahman 1341 Fasli, 
and in the hands of Lt.-Col. Sir Richai’d Chenevix-Trench, 
K.C.I.E., O.B.E., I.A., Revenue Member, from 28th Bahman 
1341 Fasli to the close of the year. 

3. Mr. A. L. Binney, I.C.S., Director-General and Secretary, 
Revenue^ Department and Nawab Mashooq Yar Jung Bahadur, 
B.A., Joint Secretary, acted as Court of Wards throughout the 
year. 

2. ESTATES UNDER SUPERVISION. 

(Statement No. 1.) 

(a) Number. 

The total number of estates under supervision continued to 
be 44. One was released and one taken over under supervision 
during the year. 

2. Of the 44 estates under supervision, 7 estates were directly 
under the Nazim, Court of Wards, while the rest were under 
the management of the District Taluqdars. 

3. At the opening of the year the number of applications and 
proposals for supervision, pending decision of Government was 
17. During the year, 23 applications and proposals were 
received, raising the number to 40. Of these, supervision was 
sanctioned in case of 1, while 21 applications and proposals 
were rejected chiefly because their proprietors were not under 
any disability. Eighteen applications and proposals were thus 
left pending at the close of the year. These cases are under 
correspondence with District Taluqdars and others concerned 
with the estates. 


4. The following table will show the nature of estates under

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5. Appendix No. 1 contains a complete list of estates under 
supervision, years of assuming charge, reasons for taking thehi 
under supervision, names of wards or heirs, nature of estates 
and details of immovable property. 

(b) Estates Released. 

Only one estate was released from supervision during the 
year. Its details are given below: — 

Shahab Jung: Nawab Shahab Jung Bahadur died on 
18th Azur 1329 Fash (24th October 1919). His son Nawab 
Asghar Hussain Khan assumed the management of the estate', 
which consisted of 11 jagir, villages. The ryote were not satisfied 
with the management of the jagirdar and asked Government to 
establish supervision. It was found that the estate was en- 
cumbered to the extent of about 5 lakhs of rupees. The Govern- 
ment, therefore, ordered that the Court of Wards should manage 
the estate. At the time of assuming supervision, the income of 
the estate was Rs. 17,771 as against an expenditure of Rs. 16,681 
per annum. The villages were unsurveyed. A Commission was 
appointed by order of H.E.H. the Nizam to inquire into the debts 
outstanding against the estate. The Commission passed a decree 
of Rs. 5,56,159 and recommended that a loan should be obtained 
from Government for the liquidation of these debts. The Court 
of Wards had objection to the payment of these debts on the 
ground that jagir revenue was not liable for ancestral debts. It is 
gratifying to note that the efforts made in this behalf by the Court 
of Wards were successful and the creditors agreed to take one 
lakh of rupees in full satisfaction of their claims. This amount 
was paid from the subsequent savings of the estate which was 
thus freed from debts. Settlement was introduced in the jagir 
villages at a cost of Rs. 15,000 to the complete satisfaction of the 
ryots who were bitterly complaining of the heavy land assess- 
ment of the jagir regime. Notwithstanding all these, the Court 
of Wards succeeded in gradually raising the income of the 
estate from Rs. 17,771 in 1329 Fasli to Rs. 41,956 in 1341 Fasli. 
The proprietor was given necessary training in administration 
during the supervision period. As he was well able to look after 
the estate, it was handed over to him. A sum of Rs. 20,000 was, 
however, put in the bank at the time of release and the pro- 
prietor undertook to apply this amount on works of public utility 
such as constructing school houses in the villages, making roads 
and improving sanitation. 

(c) Estates Taken tinder Management. 

During the year, one estate, Mahmood Ali Khan, was taken 
under supervision. Its details are ^ven below: — 

Mahmood Ali Khan: Mir Mahmood Ali Khan is' a share- 
holder in jagir Begumpet in Taluka Bhongir, District Nal- 
gonda. The Jagirdar, i.e,, the person in possession of the jagir, 
Mr. Mir Riyasat Ali Khan, neglected to pay Mahmood Ali Khan 
his share regularly. Latif-un-nisa Begum, the guardian of 
Mahmood Ali Khan, applied to the Revenue Department, and the 
Government was pleased to place the share of Mahmood Ali Khan 
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under supervision of the Court of Wards. His share comes 
to Rs. 5,690 per annum in cash. He is aged about 16 years and 
is being educated privately. 

3. DEMAND, COLLECTION AND ARREARS. 

(Statement No. 2.) 

(a) Demand. 

The following statement gives the gross demand, the annual 
seasonal remissions and the net demand of the several estates 
under supervision in 1341 Pasli as compared with the previous 
year: —

2. The estate released caused a reduction of Rs. 41,956 in the 
total net demand of 1341 Pasli. The demand of the new estate 
cannot be shown, as correct figures are not available. Of the 
estates which remained under supervision for full two years — 
1340 and 1341 Pasli — ^there was an aggregate increase of 
Rs. 2,28,536 in the demand of 23 estates and a decrease of 
Rs. 63,492 in the demand of 15, 

3. The chief estates in wrhich there was a noteworthy increase 
in demand were estates Wanaparthy (Rs. 65,003), Murtuza Ali 
Khan (Rs. 40,971), Durga Reddy (Rs. 19,765), Chitapur 
(Rs, 17,530), Azmat Jung (Rs. 17,304), Vinayak Rao 
(Rs, 13,944) and Rajeshar Rao (Rs. 10,510). The increase in 
these estates was generally due to the grant of smaller remissions 
than in the previous year. The increase in Murtuza Ali Khan is 
due to the fact that full accounts were received during the year 
only. 

4. Estates in which the demand had fallen were, Sayeed-ud- 
Dowla (Rs, 15,092), Jehandar Nawaz Jung (Rs. 9,526), 
Patehyab Jung (Rs. 8,754) and Kalyani (Rs. 7,726). The 
decrease in the demand of these estates was the result of smaller 
prices obtained in auctions on account of the general economic 
depression. The decrease in Kalyani was due to the fact that 
7 jagir villages of the estate were resumed to Khalsa. 

(b) Collections. 

The net recoverable demand, current (Rs. 29,15,741) and 
arrears (Rs. 12,61,865) aggregated Rs. 41,77,606. Of this, 
1^. 26,92,368 were collected and Rs. 84,874 written off on suffi- 
cient grounds, leaving Es. 16,00,364 outstanding at tha close of 
the year. 
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2 . The percentage of collections to demand in the year was 
64 as against 67 in the previous year. 

3. The percentage of collections was below this percentage 
in the following 13 estates: — 

1. Wanaparthy (56:36); 2. Wemalwada (56 *04); 
3, Amerchinta (55-16); 4. Durga Eeddy (49*95); 5. Fatehyab 
Jung (46-98); 6. Yasin Ali Khan (46:02); 7. Ghulam Qadir 
(45;32); 8. Nasiruddin Ghalilb (43:86); 9. Bande Ali Khan 
(42 -23) ; 10. Khande Eao Palsi (38:95) ; 11. Kalyan Eao Wasi 
(37*78); 12. Jehandar Nawaz Jung (23,-45) and 13. Asad Ali 
Khan (15-62). 

4. The year continued to be one of general economic depres- 
sion and rendered collections very difficult. More amounts 
could have been collected in Wanaparthy and Amerchinta. The 
Tahsildars and the Superintendent of Abkari at Wanaparthy 
have been suitably dealt with, while the Taluqdar of Amerchinta 
has been warned. 


(c) Arrears. 

The amount of arrears in all the estates under supervision 
at the close of 1340 Fasli was shown to be Es. 12,27,060. 
During the year, revised figures for the past year were received. 
Thus the correct figure was known to be Es. 12,61,865 repre- 
senting 33*55 per cent, against the total demand. 

2. At the close of 1341 Fasli the amount of arrears rose to 
Es. 15,00,364 or 36_per cent, against the total demand. This 
was because collection of current demand also was not satis- 
factory and leniency had to be shown in the work of collection 
on account of the poverty of the ryots. 

3. The percentage of arrears was above the average in the 
following 13 estates: —

8. Jehandar Nawaz Jung (76*65) ; 4. Yasin Ali Khan (76:22) ;

7. Bande Ali Khan (57*77); 8. Nasiruddin Ghalib (56*15); 

9, Ghulam Qadir (54*68); 10. Fatehyab Jung (53*06) ; 11. Amer- 
chinta (44 -84); 12. Wemalwada (43*96) and 13. Wanaparthy 
(43*64). 

4. Out of the total arrears of Es. 15,00,364, Es. 6,34,876 are 
outstanding in Wanaparthy and Es. 2,27,399 in Amerchinta. 
These arrears are old and the cases complicated. A retired 
Divisional Officer of Khalsa has been appointed as Taluqdar in 
Amerchinta and an experienced Peshkar as Tahsildar at Wana- 
parthy. It is hoped that the accounts will now be scrutinized 
and put on a proper basis. 

(d) Eeinissi<oti». 

The total seasonal rewfeslons granted during the yw,

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2. Out of the total remissions granted during the year, the 
highest remissions granted in individual estates, were in Wana- 
parthy, being Es. 2,01,541. Next to Wanaparthy, the estate 
responsible for highest remissions was Durga Reddy, the amount 
being Es. 12,464. The remissions granted in these two estates 
were less than the remissions granted in the same estates in the 
previous year by Es. 60,908 and Es. 17,111 respectively. In 
nineteen estates the remissions had decreased as compared with 
the previous year, but had increased in estates Sarfraz Ali Klian, 
Yasin Ali Khan, Sayeed-ud-Dowla, Bande Ali Khan and Hasan- 
uddin Khan. The season in 1341 Fasli was generally good. 
Large remissions had to be granted in some of the estates on 
account of the breached tanks or destruction of crops. 

3. During the year, several tanks were repaired in Wana~ 
parthy and Amerchinta. In some other estates the survey of 
tanks is being taken in hand with a view to their repair. Repairs 
will be executed as funds become available. 

4. FINANCES OP ESTATES. 

(Statement No. 3.) 

(a) Income. 

The income of all the estates under supervision in 1341 
Fasli was Es. 26,19,108 as against Es. 26,40,543 in the previous 
year. This apparent decrease is due to the release of the estate 
Shahab Jung. If we deduct the income of this estate from the 
income of all the estates in 1340 Fasli the total income of 1341 
Fasli will show an increase of Es. 25,292. In view of the increase 
in the net demand of estates as shown in chapter 3 (a) of the 
report the net income would have been still greater, had the de- 
mand been fully collected which was not possible on account 
of economic conditions. 

2. The figures of collection given by the Tahsils and shown 
in chapter 3 do not tally with the figures of income as reported by 
the Accountant-General. This is due to the fact that the 
Accountant-General’s office does not take into account, the book 
adjustments which the tahsils make at the time of collection. 

(Statement No. 4.) 

(b) Expenditure. 

The expenditure in all the estates in 1341 Fasli amounted to 
Es. 28,60,461 as against Es. 30,00,036 in 1340 Fasli, or a decrease 
of Es. 1,89,575. If we deduct Es. 49,029, the expenditure of 
estate Shahab Jung released in 1341 the expenditure in all the 
estates in 1341 Fasli will be less than the expenditure in the same 
estates in 1340 by Es. 90,546, in spite of the fact that laiger 
amounts were invested during the year as compared with 
the previous year. 

2. The exbenditure exceeds the income of the , year by 
ES. 2,41,353. Thia is, because large amounts were, Meat;

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8. The only estates in which there was actually an excess 
expenditure were estates Yasin Ali Khan (Rs. 1,052), Zamin Ali 
Khan (Rs. 3,743) and Fatehyab Jung (Rs. 7,465). The reason 
for excess expenditure is that the estimated income was not 
realised on account of economic distress. 


(c) Surplus Cash Balances and their use. 

The closing surplus cash balances of 1340 Pasli amounted 
to Rs. 9,97,493. Prom this the cash balance of estate released 
was deducted and the figures of some other estates revised. Thus 
the correct cash balance as communicated by the Accountant- 
General stood at Rs. 10,14,392. As compared with this the 
amount of cash balances at the close of 1341 Pasli was 
Rs. 7,61,319. This is quite in keeping with the policy of the 
Court of Wards which aims at reducing cash balances by in- 
vesting them in securities and other profitable imdertakings. 


2. One estate had more than one lakh of rupees and 3 estates 
more than Rs. 50,000 each as cash balance at the close of the 
year. They are as follows : —

(Statement No. 5.) 


(d) Investments. 

The total amount of investments at the close of the year 
1340 Pasli was Rs. 49,52,528. During the year under report, new 
registers for recording investments were introduced in the office 
of the Court of Wards. It was found out that the investments of 
some of the estates, for instance, Rs. 67,400 of Aitesam-ul-Mulk 
and Rs. 40,000 of estate Wajid Ali Khan were omitted from the 
statement of investments maintained in the office as these estates 
were released. These amounts are still held by the Court of 
Wards on behalf of the released estates under special orders of 
Government. These sums have now been included in the state- 
ment of investments for 1341 Pasli. It was also found that state- 
ments received from some of the estates were not accurate. 
After scrutinizing the accounts, the amount of investments at 
the opening of the year was ascertained to be Rs. 50,60,095. 

2. During the year, investments amounting to Rs. 1,17,761 
were handed over to the estates released and Rs. 5,71,600 were 
newly invested in estates Durga Reddy (Rs. 25,000), Vinayak Rao 
(Rs. 35,000), Wanaparthy (Rs. 3,00,000), Azmat Jung 
(Rs. 60,000), Domalpalli Ramkishen Rao (Rs. 9,600), Narayan- 
pur (Rs, 25,000), Mirza Hussain Khan (Rs. 6,000), Hasanuddin 
Khan (Rs. 1,000) and Rajeshar Rao (Rs. 26,000). Thus the 
amount of investments which remained in the Court of Wards 
at the close of the year stood at Rs. 65,13,934. 
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3. The Court of Wards had deposited Rs. 30,01,700 in the 
Government Central Treasury on behalf of various estates on 
different dates at different rates of interest, such as 5| per cent., 
6 per cent, and per cent. During the year, H.E.H. the Nizam’s 
Government floated a new loan of 51 per cent. The above fixed 
deposits were, therefore, converted into the new promissory 
notes. 

4. Thus it will be seen that the financial condition of the 
estates is sound. Care is taken to see that the expenditure is kept 
in proper bounds having regard to the dignity and susceptibilities 
of the estates concerned. The increase in the amount of invest- 
ments is a satisfactory feature. 

6. SUPERVISION CHARGES. 

(a) Demand, Income and Expenditure. 

^ The demand of the 2 anna fund (supervision charges) 
during the year was Rs. 3,17,989 as against Rs. 2,39,001 in the 
previous year, or an increase of Rs. 78,988 which was the result 
of higher income of the estates. 

2. During the year the total demand of the 2 anna fund, 
current (Rs. 3,17,989) and arrears (Rs. 57,023) aggregated 
Rs. 3,75,012. Out of this Rs. 2,96,791 were collected, leaving 
Rs. 78,221 outstanding at the close of the year. 

3. The following table will give the amounts of income and 
expenditure as shown by the Accountant-General: —

(b) Debts due to the Court of Wards. 

At the opening of 1341 Pasli debts due to the Court of 
Wards by various estates amounted to Rs. 13,859. During the 
year, fresh amounts were added to this in estates Zahur Ali 
(Rs. 200), Jamal Ali Khan (Rs. 2), Anwaruddin (Rs. 23) and 
Zulfikar Ali Khan (Rs. 192) either on account of fresh loans 
advanced or interest accrued. Besides this, during the year, a 
loan of Rs. 12,000 was given to Rani Gajra Bai in estate Bhom. 
Thus the amount of debts due from the estates was raised to 
Rs. 26,276. Out of this Rs. 6,583 were collected from estates 
Kalyani and Zulfikar Ali Khan, leaving Rs. 20,693 outstanding 
at the close of 1341 Pasli. 

(c) Investments of the Supervision Charges. 

At the close of 1840 Pasli, investments of the two anna fund 
amounted to Rs. 3,22,500. During the year, no fresh invest- 
ments could be made on account of the cash balance being 
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limited. But old investments to the extent of Es. 2,45,000 which 
were in the form of fixed deposits in the Government Central 
Treasury at 5| per cent, or 4| per cent, were converted into the 
New Hyderabad loan of 5| per cent. 

(d) Establishment. 

The following statement will show the number of Court of

2. Out of 530 employees of the Court of Wards Department, 
there were one Nazim and one Assistant Nazim, 62 clerks and 
38 menials working in the office of the Nazim, Court of Wards. 

3. Details of the establishment maintained by the two anna 
fund in each estate will appear from Appendix No. 6. 

4. The employees mentioned in this chapter or in the state- 
ment enclosed are only those whose salaries are paid out of the 
two anna fund (management charges). 

5. ^ The Taluqdar of W^aparthy is an estate servant, but for 
administrative reasons he is considered a Divisional Officer of 
the Court of Wards. Similarly the Tahsildar of Papannapet is an 
estate employee, but is allowed to work as Tahsildar at the 
request of the estate. 
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6. One clerk of the two anna fund was given to each of the 
District Taluqdars except the Taluqdar of Asifabad as the estate 
property under his supervision was not important One clerk 
was also given to the Divisional Officer, Osmanabad, because the 
number of villages under that officer was more than 20. During 
the year, a clerk was given to the Divisional Officer, Medak, in 
view of the volume of the Court of Wards work under him. 

7. The above are the details of the management charges 
which according to Court of Wards Act should not exceed 12*5 
per cent, in the case of income derived from immovable pro- 
perty or 6 1 per cent, in respect of the income from other 
property. Some of the estates are privileged by ancient sanads 
to maintain their own low courts, police, jails and militia as ad- 
juncts to their prestige and dignity. The estates jealously guard 
these ancient privileges and are willing to incur large expend- 
iture for retaining them. The money spent on the education of 
the estate peasantry and on dispensaries, sanitation and public 
works is not included in the expenses of management referred 
to in Chapter 5 (a) including which the total expenditure on 
establishment in all the estates amounted in the year to 
Rs. 7,10,800 as against an income of Rs. 26,18,405, i.e., 27 per 
cent, of the income as against a percentage of 31 in 1340 Fasli. 
The fall in the percentage was the result of attempts made to 
keep the expenditure in proper bounds. 

8. Short remarks about these establishments are made in ap- 
propriate places in this report. 

6. AUDIT OP ACCOUNTS AND CASES OP 
DEFALCATION. 

Rs. 28,442 were paid to the Finance Department and the 
Accountant-General’s office on account of audit charges. 

2. The accounts of the Head Office had not been checked by 
an auditing body for a long time. The Accountant-General was, 
therefore, requested to have all the accounts checked. The work 
was under progress at the close of the year. 

3. Steps were in progress to recover Rs. 15,000 from the pro- 
perty of a cashier of the department, who had misappropriated 
certain amounts and who is since dead. His property was being 
brought to sale in 1337 Fasli when an injunction order was 
received from the Hyderabad High Court. The sale had to be 
suspended. The case is still proceeding. 

4. In estate Mutahawwar-ul-Mulk, some of the heirs to the 
estate succeeded with the help of the Pairokar of the estate in 
collecting Rs. 10,833 on account of a Mansab in excess of their 
own shares, the excess not being credited to the Court of Wards. 
The case was brought to light during the year 1338 Fasli, when 
it was decided that at the close of each year whatever sum from 
the savings of the estate falls due to these persons should be ad- 
justed towards the loss of the other heirs, while the salary of the 
Pairokar was* reduced from Rs. 40 to Rs. 20 per mensem. The 
sum of Rs. 20 which was witheld was ordered to be credited to 
the estate so that the total loss might be made good as soon as 
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possible. This is being done, but the whole amount has not yet 
fjeen recovered. 

5. In connecti(jn with the inquiries into a complaint made by 
a Patwari of Shadipur, a village in estate Mutahawwar-ul-Mulk, 
a defalcation of Rs, 1,656 by the Nayab was brought to light. 
The case was investigated by the Taluqdar of Gulbarga. The 
Nayab is now being prosecuted. 

6. The Taluqdar of estate Fatehyab Jung had reported just 
before the. close of 1340 Fasli that his Girdawar had misappro- 
priated some .amounts. The Girdawar subsequently died._ When 
the accounts were checked it was found that he had misappro- 
priated about Rs. 800. It further appeared that the same 
Girdawar had misappropriated about Rs. 4,000 and had filed 
forged ehallans of the Government Central Treasury to conceal 
the fraud. The ease was brought to light during the year when 
detailed accounts were received from the Accountant-General. 
The ease was handed over to the police. 

7. During the ins])ection of the Nazim, Court of Wards, it 
appeared that the Nayab of Chirakpalli in estate Surayya Jung 
had misappropriated Rs. 4,404. He is being prosecuted in a 
eriminul court and steps are being taken to recover the money 
from his sureties. 

8. Nazim, Court of Wards, in his inspection of Tahsil PaUai- 
pad in estate Asad Ali Khan found that the Nayab Tahsildar had 
not kept the accounts properly and several amounts were not 
fiecountf'd for. The Tahsildar w'as, therefore, suspended and 
the Talucplar of Nalgonda asked to check all the accounts of the 
Tahsil. 

9. Shankar Rao, uncle of Ward Meghsham Rao, was the 
honorary manager of the ward’s estate. During the year, it was 
found that the honorary manager had misappropriated the cash 
bfilanc(*s of the estate. He has now absconded. The estate has 
been taken under full control and the accounts are being checked. 
Suitable steps will be taktm for the recovery of the mWy after 
the completion of the scrutiny of accounts. 

7. LIABILITIES OF AND DEBTS DUE TO THE ESTATES. 

(Statement No. 8.) 

(a) Liabilities. 

(i) Suits in Civil Courts. 

At the close of 1340 Fasli, 50 suits of the value of 
Rs. 12,63,849 were pending inquiry in civil courts against some 
of the estates. During the year, 15 fresh suits amounting to 
Rs. 1,50,736 were filed raising the total number of suits to 66 
and the amount to Rs. 44,14,085. Of these, 11 suits of Hie value 
of Rs. 37,86,539 were dismissed and 10 suits of the value of 
Rs. 1,29,410 decreed, leaving 44 suits of the value of 
Rs. 4,98,186 under inquiry at the close of tiie year.

3. It may be remarked that the esfeite Afzal Khan, specially, 
was saved from ruin by the decree of the court. 

(ii) Claims before the Court of Wards. 

At the opening of the year, 132 claims of the aggregate 
value of Rs. 3,81,(>46 against some of the estates were under 
inquiry in the C’ourt of Wards Department. Seven fresh claims 
of the aggregate value of Rs. 36,023 were preferred in the 
Court of Wards during the year. Thus the number of claims 
under inquiry during the year was 137 and the amount 
R_s. 1,18,669. Of these, twfi cases of the value of Rs. 88,416 were 
disposed of by referring the claimants to civil courts, 25 claims 
of the value of Rs. 66,670 were rejected and 49 claims of the 
value of Rs. 20,281 admitted. Sixty-three claims amounting to 
Rs. 2,43,202 were thus left under inquiry at the close of the 
year.

At the opening of 3341 Fasii, there were tw«t Engineem in 
the f!oiirt of Wards, one solely for Samasthan Wanapaiihy and 
the other for the rest of the estates. During the year, as many 
of the works were completed, and as theie was a fear of a fall in 
the revenues owing to the economic depression and as the per- 
et'ntage of establishment charges against cost of works was 
increasing, one of the Engineers was reverted to his sui’)Stantive 
{Hist ill the P. W.D. and the remaining Engineer was put in charge 
of the whole of the Court of Wards work. This was brought 
into effect from 26th Shahrewar 1841 Fasli.

8. The posts of overseers in estates Surayya Jung and Azmat 
Jung were abolished for reasons given above. 

4. Besides the above technical staff two accountants and two 
Deputy Accountants and a typist were maintained in the 
Engineer’s office. 

5. The cost of all the abovementioned establishment was first 
charged to 2 anna fund and then debited to the various estates 
in proportion to the cost of -works carried out in them. 

6. The value of estimates submitted during he year was 
Rs. 6*06 lakhs and the amount actually spent Rs, 2*06 lakhs as 
against Rs. 7*22 lakhs and Rs. 2-38 lakhs respectively in the 
previous year. 

7. The percentage of the cost of establishment (Rs. 84,179) 
to the cost of works carried out (Rs. 2 '06) was 16 as against 12 in 
the previous year. 

8. The percentage has risen because, as explained above, 
less money was spent on Public Works, and it took some time to 
reduce the old staff. 

9. Roads: Roads, about 71 miles long exist in some of the 
estates under supervision. Their details together with the 
amounts ..spent towards their repairs in 1341 Fasli will appear

4. The number of inspectors was reduced from 3 to 1 as com- 
pared with 1340 Fasli on account of the release of estate Shahab 
Jung. 

5. The total income of forests in all the estates in 1341 Fasli 
amounted to Rs. 17,645 as against Rs. 24,694 in 1340 Fasli. The 
increased income in 1340 Fasli w^as due to the sale of timber in 
estate Afzal Khan, xrhich was not sold in previous yearn. 

6. Excise: The administration of excise in estates Wana- 
parthy, Surayya Jung, Kalyani, Gurgunta, Amerchinta and 
Fatehyab Jung continued to remain in the hamls of the 
Superintendent, Forest and Excise of the Court of Wards De- 
partment, while that of the remaining estates was supervised by 
the District Taluqdam who consulted the Excise Commissioner 
in important mattere. 

7. Tree tax system has been introduced in the vill^es of 
estates Nasiruddin Ghalib, Bande Ali Khan, Sayeed-ud-DowIa, 
Yasin Ali Khan and Azmat Jung. There was a decrease in 
income partly on account of the introduction of this system, but 
it is expected that the system would prove beneficial in the long 
run. The Government Excise Department works this system in 
the Court of Wards villages through its own officers. 

8. The total excise revenue in all the estates under supervision 
during the year, amounted to Rs. 6,08,868 as against Rs. 6,62,682 
in 1340 Fasli or a decrease of Rs. 53,814 which was due to the 
release of estate Shahab Jung (Rs. 18,341) and to trade 
depression. 


11. LOCAL FUNDS AND SANITATION. 


Estates Wanaparthy, Surayya Jung, Amerchinta, Kalyani, 
Raja Rao Rumbha Khande Rao Bhom, Durga Reddy and 
Narayanpur maintain establishments to look after the sanitation 
of important villages* 

• liuring the year, street lighting arrangements were made in 
'estd^' Gurgunta. Thus with. &e exception of Cbitapur ammgt- 
lor the lighting have been mada to' «1 tiie Targe, 
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estati?s under supervision. It is hoped that lighting arrangemenl 

will 1)1 made at CMtapur also in 1842 Fasli. 

3. The ork of sinking and remodelling drinking water well 
Ihiough the Goveinment W^^-Sinking Department in the Gur 
giinta Saiiiasthan v^as continued. At the request of the Well 
Sinking Depaitment Hs. 5,000 more were sanctioned from thi 
instate funds, making the total amount sanctioned from thi 
esUitt* fuiicls to Rb. 32,000. No fmther amount was allotted b 3 
Government fiom the Famine Fund in addition to Rs. 28,00C 
sanctioned in the past. It now apppeara that more money is 
reciuired for the remaining wells in the estate and in jagir vil- 
lages situated within the estate. This is being looked into. The 
woik of cleaning and repairing wells in estates Wanaparthy and 
Aiiierchiiita continued. The tube wells sunk at CMtapur, a place 
infected with guinea-worm have proved an unfailing source of 
fmre waiet -supply. 

4. The question of sinking a tube well at Wadi is under con- 
sideration. A hand pump was fixed to the step well in the 
hungalf)w of Raja Sahib of Amerchinta at Ammapur, after 
barricading the approach to the steps. 

5. A iiavelleis bungalow was constracted at Amerchinta. 
Traveller bungalows w^ere also constructed by the Couit of 
Waidb at Cliitipui, Giiigunta, Wanapaithy and Papannapett 
in pieviou^ >eaib. The lest house at Wad! is not open to the 

public. 

12. ARMY. 

Estates which maintain army are Wanaparthy (Rs. 25,110), 
SiiKi> 3 a Jure* (Rs. 22,581), Kaivani (Rs. 11,269), Duiga Reddy

18. EDUCATION OF TENANTRY, 

For pu! poses of education of tenantry the estates not only 
niaiiitain scdiools under their direct control, but some of them 
give ^to the Educational Society, Hyderabad, money grants on 
concliiioii that the grant of each estate is spent within the estate. 

2, At the opening of the year, the number of schools in til the 
estates was 91 (39 maintained direct by the estates and 52 by 
the Educationai Society). During the year the Society closed 
three «hooIs, two in Namyanpur and one in Shanker

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5. Of the 39 estate schools mentioned above, 3 were middle 
schools, one being in each of the estates Wanaparthy, Surayya 
Jung and Kalyani. The Middle Schools at Wanaparthy and 
at Chitapni’ in estate Surayya Jung, were established on Diwani 
lines after consulting the Director of Public Instraetlon. The 
Middle School at Kalyani is of an old type. A scheme for opem 
ing a Middle School of modern type has been drawn up, but it 
could not be introduced in 1341 Fasli for want of funds. 

6. In the Samasthan Wanaparthy there is a proposal to im- 
prove the girls school and to make it a middle school on modern 
lines. In Bhom, boys of the depressed classes are also taught in 
schools along with boys of other castes, and attempts are bemg 
made to admit depremd classes in schools of other estates also.

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8. Tiie following table summarises the report wMch the

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9. The increase of 3 in the number of boys schools was the 
result of opening 3 new schools, 2 in Kalyani and 1 in Amer* 
ehinta. The increase of 2 in the number of girls schools was 
dm* to the opening of new girls schools in estates Gurgunta and 
Kai>ani. 

10. The Society keeps night classes in 34 of its schools, for the 
lienelit of those who cannot attend schools during day time. 

11. Besides this, the Society has also started libraries in differ- 
ent estates and literary societies in some. It supplies the latter 
\\ ith vaiiouh jtiiiraals and newspaper. 

12. The total expenditure on education in 1341 Fasli was 

Rs. 57,001 as Rs. 74,541 in 1340 Fasli. This expenditure 

includes the tax which is paid to the Jagirdars College. The 
increased expenditiiie in 3340 Fasli was the result of payment of 
aitcxtrs of the Jagirdai*s College tax in various estates.

Turner, Principal, Nizam College and Miss G. M. Liiraell, 
Piincipal, Mahbubia Girls School have continued to show a keen 
and sympathetic inteiest in the welfare of the wards and have 
been a great source of help and encouragement to them. 

8. The total expenditure in 1311 Fubli on account of edii« 
cation and maintenance of wards and other heirs amounted to 
Its.

16. MEDICAL RELIEF. 

(a) Civil Dispensaries. 

At the opening of 1341 Fasii, there was one second tlsm 
dispensary in each of the estates Wanaparthy, Surayya Jung, 
Kaiyani and Gurgunta. All these dispensaries were opened 
during the supervision period. No new dispensaries were 
opened in 1841 Paali. 

2. The dispensaries in estates Amerchlnta and Esja Eao 
Eumbha Khande Eao Bhom have been in existence frcmi the 
time of the late Jagirdam They are still in their oM eondition* 
The question of re-organising the dispenstj^ at AaercWnla has 
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been taken up and it is hoped that a regular second class dis- 
|)eiisai*y will he opened there in 1342 Pasli. The question of 
appointing an Assistant Surgeon for the Wanaparthy dispensary 
ill place of the piesent Sub^-Assistant Surgeon is under considera- 
tion owing to the Importance of the place. 

S, Each of the estates Surayya Jung and Sayeed-ud-DowIa 
continued to maintain a doctor and a compounder for the benefit 
of the household and not for the general public. 

4. The following table will show the amount of expenditure 
under this head in each of the estates together with the number 
of patients treated during the year as compared with the pre- 
vious year.*' — 
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5. Increased expenditoe at Wanaparthy in 1340 Fasli was 
due to the purchase of furniture, while the decrease in expend- 
iture at Chitapur was due to the fact that in 1340 Fasli arrears 
of salary to the Medical Officer were paid, as stated in the last 
repoit. The difference in expenditure in other estates is small, 
and does not call for an explanation. 

6. The conbtmetion of a new’ hospital building at Wana- 
fiaithy has tieen completed. The hospital is intended to keep 
8 beds for in-patients. 

(b) Vaccisiation. 

At the opening of the year there were 4 vaccinatois, one 
in each of the estates, Wanaparthy, Chitapur, Kalyani and Gur- 
gunta. As usual, the Medical Officer at Amerchinta toured the 
villages and carried out the work of vaccination himself.

17. JAILS. 

Theie aie jails in estates Wanaparthy, Surayya Jung, 
Kalyani, Gurgimta, Raja Ran Rumbha Khande Rao Bhom and 
Amerehinia. The total expenditure in all the estates on aceoimt 
of jails amounted to Rs. 1,838 as against Rs. 1,403 in 1340 FaslL 
The highest amount of expenditure in an individual estate wxis 
Rs. 939 ineiirred in Wanaparthy jail. The jails aie supervised 
by MimsilTs, but at Wanapaithy there is a Daroga in direct 
chaige of the local jail 

18. CIVIL AND CRIMINAL COURTS. 

There aie Munsiff’s coiiits in estates Wanaparthy, Surayya 
Jung, Kalyani, Giiigunta, Raja Rao Rumbha Khande Rao Bhom 
and xAmeicMnta. In Wanapaithy there is a district court in ad- 
dition to a Munsiff’s court. Th(‘ Munsiff at Kalyani is in chaige 
of the judicial work of estate Muituza Aii Khan also, the latter 
estate bearing one-third expenditure of the Munsiff court at 
Kalyani. 

2. The following table will give the details of judicial work 
done in 1341 Pasli:— 
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3. The cost of law comis in all the estates in 1341 Pasli was 
Rs. 48,193 as compared with Rs. 49,145 in 1340 Fasli. 

19. REGISTRATION. 

There are registration offices in estates Wanaparthy, Chitar 
pur, Kalyani, Gurgunta, Bhom and Amerchinta. The Munsiffs 
(in the work of sub-registrars. No separate establishments are 

■maintained. 

2. The following table will show the number and value of 
documents registered together with the net income during the 
year as compared with the previous year:' — 
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3. The total income on account of registration in 1341 Fasli 
was Rs. 1,085 as against Rs. 805 in 1340 Fasli. The Account- 
ant-General’s Office has not given the figures of income in estates 
Wanaparthy and Amerchinta. This is being inquired into. 

4. The figures of income and expenditure on. account of 
stamps in 1841 Fasli as compared with 1340 me given below:—

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20. POLICE. 
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2. The expenditure under this head in 1341 Pasii was 
Rs. 72,009 as against Rs. 52,974 in 1340 Fasli. The increase 
in expenditure in 1341 Fasli was due to the fact that the pay of 
the police force in Wanaparthy -was revised in consultation with 
the Director-General of Police and Jails. 

21. PESHKUSH AND RUSUM. 

The amount paid to Government on account of Peshkush, 
Pan Maqta and assessment on land by different estates in 1341 
Fasli amounted to Rs. 2,54,497 as against Rs. 2,41,337 in 1340 
Fasli. The increase in 1341 Fasli was the result of payment of 
an arrear demand in estate Kalyani. 

2. The income in various estates on account of Rusum, and 
others in 1341 Fasli aggregated Rs. 58,917 as compared with 
Rs. 66,369 in 1340 Fasli. The increased income in 1340 Fasli 
was mostly the result of collection of airear Rusum in estate 
Durga Reddy. 

22. ADMINISTRATIVE MEASURES. 

The following administrative measures were introduced In 
1341 P.:— 

1. Rules for hearing appeals by the Court of Wards were 
revised and published, 

2. The pleadera appointed in several estates were not 
submitting their diaries regularly. They were, therefore, in- 
formed that no pay bills would be p^assed unless their diaries were 
submitted 

3. Statements of Revenue feasts were not being received 
from the subordinate offices in time* In order to have better 
supervision over collections^ all Court of Wards offices were 
warned to ft»d iiem regularly* 
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4. Ellies for the submission of travelling allowance bills 
by the siihordmate officers were framed and published* 

23. REVENUE AND QUASI JUDICIAL CASES. 

At the opening of 1341 Fasli 46 cases of appeal were 
pending disposal in the office of the Nazim, Court of Wards, 
1)2 catocs meie preferred diking the year, raising the total to 138. 
Cut (if these, 22 appeals were allowed and 49 dismissed, while 
the oidiu's of the subordinate offices were modified in 12, leaving 
00 eases under disposal at the close of the year. 

2. Eighteen jjetitions for review were under disposal at the 
opening of the year. During the year, 13 more petitions were 
leeeived hiinging the total to 31. Out of these, previous orders 
veie confiimed m 4, cancelled in 6 and modified in one. Thus 
the niiiiiber of petitions under disposal at the close of the year 
was 20. 

3. Theie was no case of revision pending disposal at the 
opening of the jeai. During the year, 3 petitions for revision 
weie admitted one of which was allowed. The number of peti- 
tions under disposal at the close of the year was 2. 

•J. Thus out of 172 cases which came up for hearing 95 were 
disposed of, leaving 77 cases under disposal at the close of the 

\eai. 

24. CIVIL LITIGATION. 

La^vyeis aie employed to prosecute or defend suits in which 
the interests (tf the waids are involved. There are some estates,, 
however, which maintain pleaders on monthly salary or retain- 
ing 

2. The number of cases in which the Department was

The expenditure towards the cost of suits and pleadeK^ fee 
during the year amounted to Rs. 40,588 as against Rs. 75,052 in 
1840 P. ^ The increased expenditure in 1340 tht‘ result of 
paying high amounts of fee to pleader* in the Succession case of 
Wanaparthy. 

25, TOUR. 

Mr. A. L. Binney, Director-General and Secretary, Revenue 
Department (Court of Wards), visited on tour estates Wana- 
parthy and Amerchinta. 

2. The prescribed number of days of tour for the Nazim, 
Couit of Wards, per year is 90. During the year, Mr. Syed 
Badruddin was on tour for 65 days, or 25 days less than the pre- 
scribed number. The Nazim could not tour the prescribed number 
of days as he had to remain at headquarters by order of the 
Director-General and Revenue Secretary in connection with the 
work of the Commission for the release of estate Ghalib-uI-Mulk« 

8. The details of tour of the Divisional Assistants are given 
below : — 
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4. Touring work was not satisfactory except in estates Amer- 
chinta and Kalyani. Divisional Officer at Gurgunta has been 
warned to be more careful in future. The Taluqdar of Fatehyab 
Jung; Mr, Gayasuddin, has been removed from service. At 
Chita|)iir the Divisional Officer could not go on tour for the 
prescribed number of days because Mr, Vilayat Ali was reverted 
to his substantive post and it took some time before Mr. Ganesh 
Pershad took over charge and got acquainted himself with the 
work there. 

5. The Personal Assistant to the Nazim has no prescribed 
number of days for tour.
